Communication both by stage and tele­ 
graph is cutoff north of here on the Trinity 
route, mail and express being brought in 
on sleighs as tar north of this place as 
French Gulch. 
The snow now lies eighteen or twenty 
inches deep in our streets, but is melting 
fast. The weather is warm and cloudy, 
with indications of rain. The wind is light 
from the south. 
NEVADA CITY DEMORALIZED. 
N e v a d a C ity , January 17th.—A foot of 
snow has fallen in the last twenty-four 
hours in this city, making over three feet 
on a level and five feet on the ridge. Un­ 
ceasing work is necessary to prevent roofs 
from caving in, $1 an hour being paid tb 
shevelers on high buildings. Many barns, 
woodsheds and other light structures have 
broken down. Business is demoralized. 
Several stores are out of potatoes, butter 
and eggs. The Court and schools wi)4 re­ 
mained closed next week if the storm 
continues.

SNOW AT PLACERVILLE. 
P l a c e r v i l l e , January 17th.—The Clerk 
of the Weather has reduced operations to a 
minimam. Rain and snow is the order of 
the day. It has rained thirty-six days since 
December 1st. Total fall for the season. 
42.75 inches, and still it rains. The fall 
has been gradual, and run off, leaving the 
road3 in condition to enable the people in 
the country to come in and inquire of the 
County-Clerk when they may expect a 
change. The sun has seldom shown itself, 
and then turned a cold shoulder. The 
Grizzly Flat stage goes on runners from 
Newtown. The principal industry is se­ 
curing wood to make things comfortable. 
THE SITUATION NORTH. 
Duxsmuir, January 17th.—At midnight 
on the U :h instant, a terrific snow-storm 
set in from the south, and with only a few 
hours intermission, still continues. The 
temperature is from 2S° to 40°. About 
seven feet has fallen during the storm and 
twelve for the season. All the force of 
men, engines and plows are working night 
and day to open the road. The road was 
opened trom Ashland to Edge wood to­ 
night. 
A plow with lour engines and a large 
force of shovelers left here two days ago 
going northward, but have not gone over 
ten miles, and are working in snow from 
10 to 20 feet deep. 
Tnree engines, with an improvised snow­ 
plow rigged on to them, left here this even­ 
ing and are working slowly southward. 
Train No. 15, due here on tne 15th, has 
been snow-bound ten miles south of here 
for 60 hours. The rescue train from the 
south expects to reach it with provisions 
to-night. 
GALE AT GILROY. 
G ilro y , January 17th. — One of the 
severest gales oí the season was experienced 
here last night, accompanied by a heavy 
downpour of rain of fully half an inch. 
The wind moderated to-day. but a heavy 
rain continues, rendering the chances of 
getting crops planted in reasonable season 
almost impossible. 
The experience in Santa Clara county has 
shown that late sown crops are not usually 
profitable. There are bat few instances to 
the contrary, and therefore all posted in- 
telligentfarmers who have carefully studied 
the situation prophecy that the crop of 
cereals in this county will be very short, 
probably less than half the usual yield 
Advices from San Joaquin districts imme­ 
diately east of ns, state that the largest 
c r o p s ever known will be harvested there. 
The season is an exceptionally good one 
for tree and vine planting, and hopes are 
entertained that the granger will forego his 
attempt at wheat, barley and bay eventu­ 
ally, for the more prohtable business of 
horticulture and vineyards.

Tlie Sprinters of To-day and the Stayers 
of Twenty Years Ago. 
[From the New York Tribune.. ^ 
The question is, “Are we improving the 
breed of horses ?” and the answer is, “No.” 
In racing, as in every other sport practiced 
on a large scale in the United States, what 
is known as the American idea prevails. 
This idea was perfectly understood in other 
countries long before the United States be 
came a nation. 
The Norwegians may have brought it 
here in 1002, or possibly it traveled with 
Columbus, nearly 500 years later. It is a 
historical fact that .Sebastian Cabot came 
here in 1408 for 110 other purpose than to 
make money. Hordes of Spaniards and 
Portuguese followed with the same inten­ 
tion, and money-making is said to have 
been the chief end of man in America 
ever since. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that the turf should have become an insti­ 
tution for gain. It was established on a 
much higher plane, but it lias slid dowu. 
The same may. he said of baseball, which 
is played for revenue only, and it is highly 
probable thdt New York will soon have 
professional football, with princely salaries 
for rushers and half-backs. Racing in the 
United States is gravitating into the hands 
of men who follow it simply because they 
can make more money out of it than any­ 
thing else. It is scarcely going too far to. 
say that it has degenerated from a sport to 
a business, and too often the business is 
conducted in a manner calculated to pre­ 
vent honorable turfmen from participating 
it it.But the question is, “Are we improving 
the breed of horses?” There used to be 
in this country a horse by the name of 
Boston, who, in the course of a distin­ 
guished career on the turf, won forty-eight 
or fifty four-mile heat races. Is there a 
horse living to-day that could run one 
four-mile heat race without bursting a 
hoof, or springing a tendon, or splitting 
his lungs? Boston had a grandson, the 
mighty Kentucky, to whom a four-mile 
heat was only a breather. He was almost 
unbeatable when fit, and when his racing 
days were over John Hunter sold him to 
a "breeder for $50,000. 
What breeder 
would give $50.000 for Hanover, who is no 
slouch of a horse? 
Kentucky had speed, and was known to 
be a stayer; Hanover has speed, and is 
known to be a non-stayer. Sprinters are 
not wanted in the stud, As between Han­ 
over, a type of the race-horses of the pres­ 
ent day" and Kentucky, a type of those 
of twenty years ago, the former does not 
appear to be much of an improvement. 
The difference between the two, estimated 
in money, is about $30,000, yet Hanover 
has probably won more money for the 
Dwyers than Kentucky won for Mr. Hun­ 
ter. Owners are afraid to run their horses 
nowadays over a distance of ground. 
There is too much danger of breaking 
them down. Because of this an over­ 
whelming majority of the races are under 
a mile. Au ordinary horse can safely be 
sent to the post three times a week, pro­ 
vided he is not asked to go each time more 
than six or seven furlongs, but one race of a 
mile and a half is considered sufficient to 
warrant rest and retirement for several 
davs. When the Secretary of a jockey 
cliib is bold enough to announce a heat 
race, he finds the entries limited to a use­ 
less lot of crawling selling-platers, in 
which the racing world take no sort of in­ 
terest. 
ALL AROUND THE WORLD. 
The papal stables, which used to have 
forty horses in Pius IX.’s day, have been 
cut "down to eight horses, and instead of a 
dozen carriages they have four. 
Two hundred a day was the average 
number of tourists who ascended last 
mouth the Vesuvius railway to look down 
into the mouth of the volcano. 
The will of the Indiana man who left 
$35,000 to found a home for old maids has 
been declared invalid by the Court, the 
testator having been of unsound mind. 
Frank Erb. of Cunningham, Mo., 90 
years old, recently won a prize at a shoot­ 
ing match, some of the best marksmen in 
the State being among the contestants. 
A museum of religion, the Guimet Mu­ 
seum, was inaugurated in Paris two weeks 
ago. It is intended to facilitate the study 
of ancient religions by means of a collec­ 
tion of pictures, objects off worship and 
books. 
The Bishop of Chester recently confessed 
before a gathering of working people that 
his two greatest ambitions in life have al- 
wavs been to write a good novel and to 
run a public house “on the best princi­ 
ples.”

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W ALKER BLAINE. 
Peculiar Circnin.-tance- Connected W itli 
Ilis D eath. 
W a sh in g to n . January 17th.—The cir­ 
cumstances of Waiker Biaine's death were 
rather peculiar. On Thursday he acted as 
best man at the wedding of Lieutenant Rea 
of th* navy. After the ceremonies he at­ 
tended a breakfast at the residence of the 
bride, and then made several calls. In the 
evening he attended a reception given Mrs. 
General Gran! and Mrs. John McLean. 
On Friday he was taken with the grippe 
and gradually grew worse until Sunday, 
when the family became very much 
alarmed about him. On Tuesday tbe doc­ 
tors regarded him as critically ill, and 
despaired of his recovery, but on Wednes­ 
day nigbt, shortly before bis death, the 
symptoms were much more favorable. 
Tbe doctors left the house at 7:30 o'clock, 
giving Mr. and Mrs. Blaine cheerful in­ 
formation about his condition, and after 
discussing it they sat in the library read­ 
ing. 
" 
At 8 o’clock Mrs. Blaine went upstairs 
and gave Walker his medicine, leaving him 
in charge of his sisters, Miss Margaret and 
Miss Hatt'e, whom she cautioned tosee that 
he was well covered,.as he was in a violent 
perspiration. 
As they sat in the room reading some 
minutes later, the sisters noticed something 
peculiar about tbeir brother’s Breathing, 
and, going to his side, they found the body 
almost rigid. They screamed, and their 
father and mother came running up, to find 
that their son was dead. 
None but those who knew the Blaine 
family well can understand what a shock 
the death of Walker was to his father, or 
what an inconsolable man he will be when 
he comes to realize fully that his favorite 
son is no more. 
Ever since he came from college in 1876 
Walker has been h¡9 father's right hand 
man, and the sense of dependence was not 
only remarkable, but has increased with 
years. 
The Secretary had the most profound 
confidence in Walker's judgment and fore­ 
sight, and, although they frequently differed 
in opinion and sometimes engaged in warm 
discustions. the father's faith in his son 
reached farther than that which he had in 
in any other man.

Chinese Im m igration Q uestion Taken Up 
by M exico. 
C ity o f M ex ico . January 17th.—The 
paucity of laboréis has forced upon the at­ 
tention of ihe Government more favorable 
consideration of the Chinese immigration 
question. The Iasi movement in this di­ 
rection was the signing of a contract by the 
Government with Senor Salvator Malo for 
the establishment of a Pacific steamship 
line between ports on the west coast of the 
republic and Asia. The vessels will also 
have the privilege of touching at points on 
the coast of China and other Asiatic coun­ 
tries. The steamships will be obliged to 
make as a minimum one tjound trip a year 
between Mexico and Asia, with the right 
to increase the number of trips to what 
may be necessary for their business. The 
line will be designated the Mexican-Asiatic 
Company. The Government will have the 
privilege of the free conveyance of mails 
and an allowance from the ordinary rates 
for the conveyance of officials or "troops. 
The company has a monopoly for at least 
four years.

January 17th.—The Govern­ 
ment. on recommendation of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, has decided to enlarge 
the dry dock at Esqnimault, making the 
total length 674 feet.

VALUABLE FIGURES IK BEGABD TO 
THE STBEKGTH OF MANURE. 


H iuts to Poultry Farm ers — Correctly 
N am ed F ru its—ouion Sets— 
G eneral Farm Notes. 


The New York Spar ting World says 
that (luring the past summer investiga­ 
tions have been made in this general sub­ 
ject in three main directions, viz.: 
1. What loss does horse manure suffer 
when thrown out in a pile unsheltered 
from the weather ? 
2. What loss does mixed farm yard ma­ 
nure suffer when piled in a close pile so 
that fermentation is very slow, but with­ 
out protection from rainfall ? 
3. Is there an appreciable loss of valu­ 
able matter when manure simply dries 
without fermentation? 
Losses of horse manure in a loose pile: 
For this experiment all the manure made 
in our horse stable for one dav was used. 
The stables were cleaned out on Saturday 
night, March 30th.' at 6 o’clock. They 
were then littered with 38 j pounds of 
straw, and on Sunday night, March 31st, 
the accumulated manure and straw were 
gathered together and weighed. There 
were in the stable during this time nine 
horses, and the floors were tight, so that 
nothing was lost. The total excretion was 
as follows: 
Total weight, maxure and bedding.... 
.529.5 
Weight of bending..................................... 
38.5 
Total weight of excrement, solid and liquid .491.0 
Average excreted per horse per day.............5-1 4 
The manure so obtained was placed, 
without especial care to pack it down in a 
wooden box that was not water-tight, but 
from which water did not easily escape. 
This liox was placed out of doors and sur­ 
rounded with similar manure, so that the 
whole pile might heat up. The object 
being to place the box and its^ontents in 
the same conditions, as nearly as possible, 
that prevail when horse manure is thrown 
out in a loose pile from the stable door. 
The box was allowed to remain in this po­ 
sition until September 30th, when the con­ 
tents were weighed, thoroughly mixed and 
duplicate samples serit to themists for an­ 
aly st 
In order to obtain a sample of manure 
for analysis to compare with that put in 
the wooden box, the horse manure for a 
single day was collected in the same man­ 
ner on the succeeding Sunday. These 
trials were made on Sunday, because on 
that day the horses were in the stable all 
day, and the whole amount of excrement 
could be obtained. The amount obtained 
in the second trial was as follows: 
Total weight, manure and bedding..—...... 496 
Weight of bedding.......................................... 30 
Total weight of excrement, sodd and 
liquid.......................................................- 466 
Average excreted per horse per day.......... 68 25 
There were but eight horses this time, 
one beiDg absent, the others were the same 
and were fed the same. It is fair to as­ 
sume that the composition of the manure 
was the same, it being very nearly the 
same in quantity. The manure was run 
through a straw cutter to cut up the bed­ 
ding and then thoroughly mixed and du­ 
plicate samples sent to the laboratory. 
Incidentally it is interesting to note the 
amount of solid and liquid excrement' 
voided in twenty-four hours by a horse. 
The average for the two trials is a little 
less than 56J pounds. Two of the horses 
were light driving horses, the remainder 
were grade Percheron farm horses of from 
1,200 to 1,400 pounds weight and were fed 
liberally on oats and hay. 
The losses, therefore, were threefold; 
first, a considerable loss in the total weight; 
second, a gain in the percentage of water; 
and, third, a loss in the percentage of val­ 
uable fertilizing elements. 
Let us now compute these losses in dol­ 
lars and cents. A ton of fresh horse man­ 
ure would be worth at the present prices 
of commercial fertilizers §2 45, as follows:

The manure that weighed at the begin­ 
ning 529.5 pounds had shrunk during the 
six months’ exposure to 371 pounds, or 
29.74 per cent. A ton diminished by this 
amount would leave 1,404.2 pounds. This 
would contain fertilizing materials to the 
amount of $1 42, as follows:

HINTS TO POULTRY FARMERS. 
Perhaps no branch of stock raising has 
been improved so much or made as profit­ 
able within the past decade as poultrv 
raising. At the time of the Centennial 
the use of incubators was well known, but 
they had not been perfected. At the pres­ 
ent day they are extensively used, and the 
raising of early broilers for the New York 
and Philadelphia markets is now a lead­ 
ing industry along the line of the Camden 
and Atlantic Railroad, and the business is 
increasing. The town of Hammonton has 
now about thirty broiler farms, ranging in 
capacity from 1,000 to 5,000 broilers every 
ten weeks, and at Ellwood and Dunbarton, 
on the same railroad, are two of the larg­ 
est establishments in the United States, 
the buildings at the latter point beihg 
nearly one-fourth of a mile in length if 
placed together, while those at Hammonton 
would reach a much greater distance. At 
Smyrna, Del, there is also a very large 
broiler establishment, and other points 
may be mentioned as being interested in 
the industry. 
Careful experiments show that the food 
necessary to produce one pound of broiler 
is five cents, and the chick should weigh 
two pounds when ten weeks old, thus mak­ 
ing the cost of food for a two-pound broiler 
ten cents. But this is not all the cost. 
The chicks are brooded in buildings from 
75 to 100 feet long, the heat being pro­ 
vided with hot-water pipes, the water be­ 
ing heated with a stove, which is sur­ 
rounded with a water jacket. Formerly 
the pipes were placed below the floor, and 
the heat brought up through a tube, but 
now the system' of overhead pipes, under 
which the chicks nestle at night, has been 
found more advantageous, and will be 
adopted. The cost is therefore increased 
by the coal used for warmth, and the in­ 
terest on capital invested in buildings and 
heating arrangements. The principal cosf 
is the eggs, as they are worth about three 
cents each in winter, and as many eggs do 
not hatch the cost of the chicks depends 
upon the number hatched. After this 
they must be raised to a marketable age, 
and in so doing there is also some loss. If 
the chicks do not entail ever twenty cents 
cost each before they are marketed they 
will give a fair profit. 
_ 
The raising oi broilers is done in the 
winDr season, and principally by those 
who cannot devote their time to stock 
feeding, such as fruit-growers. The prices 
obtained are very high during some sea­ 
sons, the best prices being in April, for 
chicks weighing not over one and a half 
poundá each, and very often they bring 
fifty cents a pound. They are shipped 
dressed and packed in boxes or barrels, as 
there is no demand for them alive, and 
each season the demand has been greater 
than the supply. It is a business that has 
its proportion of risks and disadvantages, 
and to be successful one must begin with a 
few and gradually extend operations. 
Cleaning clover-seed from the seeds of 
weeds is not an agreeable job, but on 
stormy davs it will pay to carefully go 


over the seed and clean it as much as pos­ 
sible. Every weed seed is a foundation 
for extra work later on.—Philadelphia 
Record.CORRECTLY NAKED FRUITS. 
Are you sure that the trees you are go­ 
ing to plant are of the varieties ordered ? 
IV.-ien you buy of the groceryman a quan­ 
tity of white sugar and tie sends you brown, 
he is compelled to make the trausaction 
satisfactory. There are old orchards and 
young trees coming into bearing in Cali­ 
fornia that are anything but what the dis­ 
gusted owners wanted or ordered. By the 
perpetration upon him of a fraud of some 
kind, he has spent hundred? and perhaps 
thousands of dollars and unlimited hopes 
upon an orchard that is, wholly or in part, 
worthless for the intended purposes. Bqch 
frauds come about in several ways; some­ 
times the nurseryman, intentionally or 
otherwise, neglects to knock out the budded 
or grafted stumps that do not take. Suck­ 
ers come up and grow in the place of buds 
or grafts. 
The trees are all counted in, 
and should it be a bad stand, the pur­ 
chasing orchardist suffers no inconsiderable 
loss. Again inexperienced workmen are 
employed to lift the trees and the varieties 
become mixed or wrongly labeled. This 
could be remedied by skillful separation; 
but in the hurry of business it is allowed 
to go. Trees may also become mixed in 
the trenches by the careless displacing of 
labels. 
All of these mistakes can be 
avoided by proper system and care and the 
employment of skilled labor. 
The first cost of a tree is a small item to 
its subsequent cost and value.* One should 
not hesitate on account of a shade higher 
price to secure from reliable firms stock 
which is guaranteed to be true tc name. 
AVe have but little sympathy for the army 
of weak-kneed who are periodically swin­ 
dled by itiuerant tree peddlers. These gen­ 
try ply their nefarious business assisted 
with brilliantly pictured horticultural im­ 
possibilities, for which they ask fabulous 
prices. Their glowing descriptions should 
be interpreted as follows: “You are one of 
the favored suckers who have been foolish 
enough to enrich me by purchasing re­ 
markable worthless novelties, with a large 
stock of exasperating experience thrown 
in.'’ Thiscla-isof buyers are always blam­ 
ing their lnek, but never fail to bite at 
every bait. Of course, there are honest 
tree agents representing reliable nurseries, 
but of this fact you should assure yourself 
before listening to their often times mis­ 
leading eloquence. A nurseryman selling 
you trees, direct or tfcrough an agent, that 
are not true to name, thereby causing you 
pecuniary lo6S and disappointment, should 
be made liable for resulting damages; but, 
as the law now stands, the surest means of 
protecting yourself is to require a written 
guaiantee that the trees are correctly 
named.— California Fruit Grotcer. 
ONION SETS. 
The growing of onion setssin California 
will in time become an important industry 
and any information bearing on the sub-' 
ject is of interest. The American Agri­ 
culturalist gives the following hints: Onion 
seed cannot be sown too early in spring or 
on too rich land. The real point is to sow 
very thick, say twenty seeds to each inch 
of row. One practical difficulty in sowing 
so thick is to get the seeds to germinate. 
As every one knows, before a seed can 
germinate it must absorb considerable 
water, or, as we eay, “swell.” It absorbs 
this water from the toil in immediate con­ 
tact with the seed. J5ut when you have a 
large number of seeds in a small place 
only those in d'rect contact with the soil 
will get moisture. The others will re­ 
main dry and hard, and sometimes 
“burn.” there are two remedies for this 
difficulty. Either sow very early in the 
spring when the ground is moist, and 
when we are likely to have an abundance 
of rain, or soak the seed two or three days 
before sowing. We say two or three days, 
but by this we do not mean that the seed 
should’ remain in the water unchanged for 
that length of time. Soak the seed for 
twelve hours, and then throw it on a sieve 
or cloth and let the water drain off. Keep 
the seed in a moist state in a warm room 
for four or five hours and then soak it 
again in fresh water another twelve hours, 
and keep repeating this till you are ready 
to sow. After such treatment for two or 
three days, if the weather will not permit 
sowing, put the seed in a cold room and no 
harm will be done. - We have kept the 
seed moist till it commenced to sprout 
without harm. In fact, we never had bet­ 
ter sets than from this sprouted seed. We 
repeat that early spring, rich land, thick 
seeding and clean culture are the great 
secrets of success. 
APPEARANCE OF THRIFT. 
Nothing adds more to the value of a 
farm than a general appearance of prosper­ 
ity. In the public estimation it is also a 
sign that the owner is a thrifty and pros­ 
perous man. It costs but little to spruce 
things up; grade the roads, nail up the 
loose planks, clear out the weeds, puta new 
hinge on the gate, pUut a few trees and 
flowers, and use a little paint around the 
house. Out-buildings and fences which 
are neither painted nor whitewashed are 
unsightly, and a heavy rate of interest is 
being paid on their days of usefulness. The 
following recipe is for a durable and 
brilliant outside whitewash, and it is htfped 
that its publication will not be in vain: 
One-half bushel of good lime, five 
pounds rock salt^dissolved, ODe-half pound 
of whiting, four pounds ground rice boiled 
to a thin paste, one-half pound clean 
grease. Slack the lime in a tight box or 
barrel with hot water, keeping the box 
covered that the steam mav not escape. It 
can be tinted if desired. Slack to the 
consistency of thick cream. Thin it when 
used so that it flow freely from the brush. 
If put on too thick it will flake off more 
t p 
or less when dried. 
FARM NOTES. 
Stake young trees if they are liable to 
be severely shaken by the wind. On light, 
sandy soils, where the ground is soft and 
loose, it may be necessarv to stake trees 
from two to three years old. 
It is claimed that a variety of tomatoes 
will “run out” in about ten years. As new 
and better varieties are being introduced 
‘every year there is no liability of the im­ 
proved varieties becoming extinct. 
The richest land on the farm may be 
that which is not cultivated, 'imply be­ 
cause of lack of drainage. The swamp 
land is full of alluvial soil, and can be 
made to grow all kinds of crops if drained 
and cleared. 
The curry-comb is never more useful 
than in the winter. It is a pretty useful 
thing at any time. It should lie used care­ 
fully, however, at times. * The man who 
uses a sharp curry-comb as he would a 
spade in digging had better not use one 
at 1111. 
But few cows on the farm give sufficient 
miik to produce 200 pounds of butter per 
year, and even with that production they 
do hot pay. To discard such cows, or grade 
up the herd, is the only way to make a 
profit from dairying. 
” 
From five to seven pecks of seed wheat 
are used, but it is doubtful if thick sowing 
has any advantages. A stalk of wheat 
should have room to grow and mature, and 
it should have the food within reach. Too 
many plants together do not always thrive. 
It is an old saving that every one must 
eat his peck of dirt. Those who use the 
milk that comes from a cow covered with 
filth, and milked by a man whose hands 
have not been washed clean for a quarter 
of a century, get their share of dirt in 
quick order. 
The skin of animals is an excretory or­ 
gan. Now, if the pores are filled with 
airt the organ cannot perform its office 
efficiently. Keep the skin as clean as pos­ 
sible. This may be done partially by keep­ 
ing bedding clean, keeping dirt from sift­ 
ing down from above, currying, etc. 
Shade treés are seldom manured and 
trimmed. The use of the pruning shears 
will give shape and symmetry to the trees 


if they are attended to when they are 
young. A dressing of manure, ashes and 
lime in the fall will be of great advantage. 
Where the trees are thick they should be 
thinned out. Too many trees prevent 
rapid growth and extend the time when a 
grove is well shaded. A single large tree 
is lietter than two small ones. 
William Falconer says, in the Albany 
Cultivator, that there is a current idea that 
artificially grown mushrooms are not as 
good or well flavored as are natural or wild 
ones, but this is a great mistake; in fact, 
the contrary is the truth, and there is 
not a more delicious vegetable on the face 
of the earth than a plump, fresh, young 
mushroom. And what a delieacv! Mush­ 
rooms are healthful, digestible, nutritious 
and powerfully invigorating; but they 
must be used when they are young and 
fresh. 
He who experiments carefully and re­ 
peatedly under various circumstances as 
regards breeds and feeding must reach 
the certain conclusion that hens do now, 
and have for the past twenty years in 
this countiy, paid a nigh profit. ít is also 
true that the difference between the money 
paid out for feeding fowls and the same 
gained from their produce tends constantly 
to increase, as is evident from a compari­ 
son of the market rates through a series of 
years. In other words, poultry keepiug 
continually grows more profitable. 
It is better to apply manure thick 
than to attempt to make it go as far as 
r 


ible by spreading it on in thin layers, 
the one case it must nourish more 
plants than it possesses nutrition for the 
purpose, and in the other case the plants 
will have a sufficiency and procfuce more 
than if the supply is deficient. Plants 
waste a portion of the manure in the 
growth of stalks and leaves that are un­ 
salable, and if they cab be made to yield 
more at less expense of growth the 
manure will give better results and the 
profit will be greater. 
My fourteen cows gave me Cl,715 
pounds of milk last year that made 3,118 
pounds of butter, salted only three ounces 
to leu pounds, on an average of 222 pounds 
to each cow. Of these, one is a registered 
Jersey, 21 years old, with her first calf, 
that gave 5,094 pounds of milk, making 
268 pounds of butter. She calves again 
this month, and cannot be dried off. From 
her appearance she will break her record 
this year. 
Another registered Jersey 
with her first calf gave 5,856 pounds of 
milk, that made 308 pounds of bntter, 
salted as before. Of these fourteen cows, 
six are high-grade Jerseys, and one of 
these gave 5,711 pounds of milk, making 
285 pounds of butter, and oqe 5,355 pounds 
of milk, making 309 pounds of butter. 
My cows are fed eight quarts of grain per 
day, of which four is shorts, twelve pounds 
of hay and half a common pailful of car­ 
rots. Most of them would bear double 
this amount of grain, and the two first 
mentioned all they would eat.—Farm and 
Home.

EN ROUTE TO SODTH AMERICA. 


FAKKIE B. WARD KOW ON HER WAY 
TO STRANGE LANDS. 


“ O ut on the Ocean Sailing:”—From New 
York to A splnw all—Mitl-Ocean 
Pictures.

M id -Oc e a n , N ovem ber, 1S89. 
A visitor to the southern continent— 
and there are more of them in these days 
than could once be counted in half a cen­ 
tury—if coming from the United States, 
may make his choice among several routes. 
If bound for the eastern coast of South 
America he would better sail from New 
Y’ork by one of the Brazilian mail steamers 
to Rio Janeiro, and at the latter port (chief 
city of the newest republic undef the sun) 
embarking in some other floating palace 
for Montevedeo and Buenos Ayres; and 
thence, if he desires, through the straits of 
Magellan and up the western side. 
If wishing to visit first the western 
coast, the best plan is to go via the Pacific 
Mail steamer to Aspinwall, and thence by 
rail across the Isthmus, connecting at Pan­ 
ama with some English or Chilean vessel 
for “up south,” as they say near the equa­ 
tor. 
' 
. 
Or, starting from any point by rail, he 
may travel in a Pullman car, away down 
through Mexico to Vera Cruz, and sail 
from that fever-haunted old town across 
the Gulf aud into the Carribean sea; or 
from San Francisco by ocean and the aid 
of the Panama railway, jie may easily 
reach any port of South America. In vul­ 
gar phrase, “He pa/s his money and he 
takes his choice” — according to the 
amount of lucre and length of leisure he 
may have at command. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
in South America the seasons are the re­ 
verse of ours and that the raiuy time, for 
whose sudden jump from country to coun­ 
try no man can account, should be care­ 
fully avoided. In point of health, climate 
and convenience in traveling, the western 
side of the lower continent is greatly to he 
preferred during the season of our northern 
winter and the easteru coast during our 
summer mouths. For example, though 
Panama may be visited with comparative 
impunity as early as October, many of the 
Venezuelan ports, only a little farther to 
the eastward, are totally inaccessible, on 
account of yellow fever, far into December. 
The rainy season along the Isthmus is now 
nearly over; but down in the United 
States of Colombia—to which republic that 
hyphen connecting the continents properly 
belongs—the floods are still descending 
and the roads practically impassable. 
In Ecuador, the division next below Co­ 
lombia, the rainy season has just now fairly 
begun, making it unwise for the traveler 
to venture far into the interior, lest he be 
compelled to remain there for months to 
come. As is well known, not a drop of 
rain ever falls along the greater portion of 
the coast of Peru, while in the southwest­ 
ern interior of that republic the windows 
of heaven are opened near the middle of 
December. In Bolivia the rains begin 
about the 1st of January and in Chile some 
time later. By posting himself well be­ 
forehand on the vagaries of the weather, 
which, in different localities, vary scarcely 
a day from year to year, he may have sun­ 
shine during all his stay in South America 
and avoideall extremes of heat or cold, 
dust or dampness. 
Therefore, if leaving the United States 
in autumn, the very best way is to sail from 
New York via the Pacific Mail line, pur­ 
chasing a ticket fo Panama only. 
On a bright but chilly November Fridav 
your correspondent found herself floating 
slowly away from Pier 45—a sort of female 
Columbus, seeking an unknown world. 
Have you experienced that singular feel­ 
ing which possesses one when first on board 
a ship about to start on a long, long voy­ 
age? You are like the “man without a 
country,” belonging no longer to your 
native'land, although you have not left it. 
You' stand between the future and the 
past, without a present; and as the home- 
shores fade away, the most hardened trav­ 
eler wonders if he will see them again. 
Ours was the usual experience. With 
engines at half speed we paid dutiful re­ 
spect to the tall brown goddess in the har­ 
bor ; passed the narrows and entered the 
lower bay; and when the outer bar was 
safely crossed, the pilot with pockets 
crammed full of letters and memory charged 
with innumerable last messages, clam 
bered down into his skiff and was rowed 
away to Sandy Hook. 
And then, at last, 
the steamer, setting her nose to seaward 
and dashing the salt spray, like tears, from 
her prow, began her work in earnest. 
Our little moving world, isolated from 
the rest of the human family in a gray 
waste of waters, is as polyglot a collection 
as that which accompanied Noah on his 
early expeditions. The majority .are citi­ 
zens’of the United States, bound for’Frises. 
Englishmen come next in numerical 
strength; then Germans, Jews, Frenchmen, 
Italians and South Americans, the latter 
mostly engaged in business on the Isthmus; 
but not half a dozen outside our own 
party, who are en route to the southern 
continent. As our small clique includes a 
newly-fledged American Minister (to Bo­ 
livia"), an extra flag floats from the main­ 
mast ; and by and by, when ye find our­ 
selves under the protection of foreign flags, 
on another ocean, the Stars and Stripes, 
still flung to the breeze, signaling the fact 
that a representative of “God’s country” is 
on board will be answered by a general 
hoisting of flags on shore. So much for the 
dignity of Uncle Samuel. Though he has 
no trade to boast of south oUhis own do­ 
main, nor much of the love and confidence 
of his South American cousins, the latter 
yet cherish a wholesome respect for his 
prowess on land and sea. 
Those mid-ocean cranks, with whose 
idiosyncracies all sea-goers are familiar, 
are with us—every one. And what a lot 
of them there are, to be sure, and how 
their hobbies crop out and flourish on the 
briny deep! Though most of them are 
old acquaintances to those who frequently 
go down to the sea in ships, they are not 
to be recognized the first day or two out— 
not till nerves grow unsteady and stomachs 
rebellions, and the closely crowded com­ 
munity begins to assume somewhat of a 
family character. Among the commoner 
sort of cranks are those of both sexes who 
are “never more sick at sea,” though this 
is their fourteenth (or some other teenth) 
trip r who have been caught in the storm­ 
iest storms and experienced the most 
thrilling escapes in the most phenomenal 
voyages on record or off. 
The nautical cranks are generally callow 
youths who have never smelled salt water 
before, but have derived a fund of valuable 
information from “Ten Years Before the 
Mast,” and similar literature, and who 
talk glibly of lee-scuppers and jib-booms, 
of heaving the halyards and boxing the 
mizzen lee way and all the rest of it. 
These nuisances scorn to go to bed, like 
reasonable Christians—they “tprn in 1 and 
thev invariably turn out again “at seven 
bells,” instead of at 7:30 oclock. Every 
one of them is armed with a spv-glass and 
is eternally sighting sharks, sails or some­ 
thing else “two points off the post bow” or 
thereabouts. 
An unusual number of English sweils 
are nowadays traveling down this way—all 
cut and clothed after the same pattern- 
big, beefy, blonde anil side-whiskered, with 
wide trousers, tweed jackets, and little caps 
peiched above the inevitable eye glass. 
Though seeming to look with lofty con­ 
tempt upon every nation but that of the 
“Right little, tight little island,” these fel­ 
lows improve vastly upon acquaintance, 
and generally turn out to be not half such 


conceited coxcombs as first appearances 
would indicate. They—together with the 
French, Italians, and Spanish-Americans, 
male and female—invariably enjoy their 
bottle of wine at dinner, while the </er- 
mans contentedly guzzle their beer; all 
gaze with astonishment, not unmixed with 
pith, at the infinitesimal minority of North 
Americans who indulge in water only. 
On this point ah animated discussion 
arose the other day between an English­ 
man and a cold-water crank from Ohio, in 
which the former proved, by undeniable 
statistics, that while the United States is 
the only country on earth in which table- 
wine is tabooed amoug certain respectable 
circles, it yet consumes more bad whisky 
than any other, and yearly manufactures 
more drunkards than all other civilized 
lands combined. 
It is noticeable that the majority of 
smoking-room cranks (where the bar is the 
Chief attraction), belong to the land of the 
free and home of the brave, and have a 
jollysgood-fellow way of slapping strangers 
on the back with the remark, Come ’p ’n 
what will you take?” At night when the 
steward’s cry of “Eleven o’clock, all lights 
out,” has banished these bacchanalians 
from the lair of the serpent that stingeth 
like an adder, they repair to the upper deck 
and make night hideous by lively carols 
with choruses attached—a? if there were 
no nervous women on board trying vainly 
to woo tired Nature’s sweet restorer! Last 
midnight some hoarse, but loyal Briton set 
up a feeble “God Save the Queen,” as the 
very last shot in his locker. Thereupon 
a patriotic Hoosier, more than “half seas 
over,” insisted on winding up with a chant 
to the bird of liberty. 
“But you cawntdo it,” said Mr. Englisli- 
mau—“S’evaw do, you know, to sing any­ 
thing after the National Anthem.” “We’ll 
see if we can’t,” sneered the doughty scion 
of UDcleSam, who thereupon proceeded to 
howl “Hail Columbia,” aud the “Star- 
Spangled Banner,” till the wee sma’ hours. 
The diary cranks are with us, too— 
mostly maidens still in the salad stage, or 
well past the age “uncertain”—who eit all 
day with stubs of pencils in their mouths 
and soulful gaze fixed out at sea; the co­ 
quettish widow who changes her gown 
thxee times a day; the grande dame, prob­ 
ably from some oil, pork-packiug or min­ 
ing region, laden, even at breakfast-time 
with a gorgeous store of diamonds, evi­ 
dently not inherited; the dignified crank, 
bow-windowed and gold-spectacled, who 
deigns not to speak to any fellow-mortal 
unless properly introduced; and the man 
who speaks to every qne on the slightest 
provocation or on no provocation at all. 
The principal rarity of the genus crank 
to be found in this part of the world is the 
Spauish-Amerlcan, with plenty of the 
warm sun and rich vintage of the South in 
his veins—dark-eyed, passionate, fickle as 
the winds and unstable as the sands, to 
whom perpetual love-making is as essen­ 
tial as the air he breathes. He gazes at 
the pretty girls with that fixed and ardent 
stare which in his own country is in­ 
tended and received merely as a tribute to 
beauty. Should the embarrassed object of 
his ogling retire in desperation to her 
state-room she will gain little thereby, for 
the satellite will follow and prance to and 
fro before her door for hours together, oc­ 
casionally pressing his small right hand to 
the region 8f his heart and heaving sighs 
heavy enough to change the course of the 
ship. To close the dopr means suflocation, 
and the only alternative is to remain deaf 
and blind, or to drape a shawl across the 
portal and hide behind its folds. 
As the weather grows warmer on our 
southward way, every one of tlit^se flirta­ 
tious Spauish-Amerieans provokinglv en­ 
hances his fascinations by donning a coat 
of pale yellow silk, the universal neglige 
of the Panamaian, which sets off wonder­ 
fully well h’s olive skjn and brilliant eyes. 
The English, too, bloom out iu suits of 
white or cream-hued flannel, low shoes of 
white canvas and dainty hose to match 
their dainty ties. 
A few hints as to dress and luggage may 
be appreciated by those who design com­ 
ing this way. First, bring just as little as 
possible, and having reduced your fancied 
needs to a minimum, go over the list again 
and prune out another third. Prepare to 
wear under-flannels all the time in what­ 
ever latitude—your warmest at sea, with 
the heaviest hose. Even in tropical ports 
light woolens are necessary. Maav a case 
of fever (vomitivo) and death might have 
been prevented by warding off the fatal 
chill which the slightest breeze may bring 
when one is drenched with the excessive 
pefepiration induced by unaccustomed 
heat.Except the flannels aforesaid and one 
warm wrap, no heavy garments are needed 
anywhere in South America and very few 
of’what are called “summer clothes;” a 
judicious compromise being best, of such 
garments as would be suited to the average 
days of May and September in the North­ 
ern States. 
A “sea*chest,” or low trunk made to slip 
under the berths of ocean steamers, is 
a very great convenience, obviating the 
necessity of going down into t^ie hot hold 
and overhauling your well-packed Sara­ 
toga, as passengers are usually allowed to 
do at stated intervals. Be sure to put into 
the chest a comfortable woolen wrapper, 
(if you are a woman), in which you can 
tumble about in your berth with impunity 
if afflicted with laziness or mal de mer. 
Permit me to add that your robe de n,uit 
should also be woolen—the heavier the 
better for shipboard, where the linen sheets 
are always clammy with dampness and the 
finest half-silk “baby flannel,” if you are 
aesthetic, for shore. 
_ 
Besides a few changes of raiment, the sea 
trunk sbbuld also be furnished with writing 
materials, a book or two and a box of sim­ 
ple medicines, put up by your home phy­ 
sician, not forgetting camphor, ammonia, 
Jamaica ginger, quinine, etc. Be sure to 
Srovide a wide-brimmed hat for sunny 
ays on southern waters and a pretty 
woolen fascinator, or other warm and be­ 
coming covering for the head, to wear dur­ 
ing chilly evenings. Remember, too, that 
throughout all Spanish America women are 
no more expected to enter a church with 
hats on their heads than men are; and to 
spare yourself the mortification of being 
obliged to take off your bonnet at the door, 
or of being scowled at upon all sides, if not 
actually ordered out, bring a scarf or man­ 
tilla of blaek lace. A friend of mine in 
South America, not having a mantillj at 
hand, ripped the lace flounce off an old 
black dress.'cut it into squares, and thus 
made herself as piously presentable as any 
Peruana. 
In the line of “Dont’s:”—whatever you 
neglect, don’t fail to purchase a cane re­ 
clining chair and warm rug, (they may al­ 
ways be found on the wharf, for sale at 
reasonable prices), for in their ownership 
lies the greatest comfort of a long voyage 
and 'afterwards they can be checked with 
your trunks to any point the world over. 
Don’t forget to fee your table waiter frell 
at the start, and to indicate to the stew- 
ardress that she will be rewarded for extra 
services, and to “make friends’’ at once 
with the Captain and purser, especially 
the latter. Don’t be so poky as to be en­ 
tirely inaccessible to chance acquaintances 
and "for goodness’ sake don’t stand con­ 
fessed as a howling idiot by changing your 
gowns two or three times a day, as if you 
were at a fashionable hotel instead of a 
pilgrim on the world’s highway! 
The first 1,078 miles our course lies al­ 
most due south, along the 74th parallel. 
About 335 miles Irom New York we find 
ourselves abreast Cape Hatteras, where the 
usual rough seas remind one of the sailor’s 
tradition, “If the Bermudas let you pass, 
you must beware of Hatteras.” 
’ A sudden warming of the atmosphere 
announces unmistakably when the Gulf 
Stream is entered—that mysterious current 
upon whose course so much of life and 
verdure depends. 
. Precisely 998 miles from the Goddess of 
Liberty and her uplifted torch, lies San 
Salvador, the little island where Columbus 
made his first landing in the New World. 
Some sacrilegious Yankee of later days has 


dubbed it “W atliDg’s Island,” but for our­ 
selves, readers mine, let us stand by the 
ancient name conferred by the great dis­ 
covered as" he knelt under the shadow of 
the crossT 
Passing this historic bit of land, whose 
flash-light may be seen far over the ocean, 
a run of eighty miles brings us close to the 
revolving beacon on Bird Rock. Like 
others of the Bahama group (except Ilavti) 
this small island is owned by England and 
governed from Nassau, the revenue from it 
being barely sufficient to support its light­ 
house. And thus it is, by bits of territoiy 
scattered all around the globe, that the 
favorite boast of Britain is true—“Upon 
her domains the sun never sets.” 
A few hours later we reach Fortune 
Island, at which point, if the weather be 
favorable, letters may lie put oft', to be 
picked up by somg ^northward-bound 
steamer of the Atlas or Pacific Mail lines. 
But nobody is advised to pin his faith 
upon the reliability of this postal service 
in communications of importance, such, for 
example, as a tardy proposal to your 
sweetheart or words of reconciliation to a 
one-time friend. The chance, however, 
brings blessed relief to those who are suf­ 
fering the first pangs of home-sickness, 
even though the hasty love-messages never 
reach their destination. Letters sent in 
this way go without stamps, 
ship 
mail 
being 
allowed to pas? free 
in the United States, to the other 
end of the line, where double postage 
is collected. Two boat-Ioads of Jamaica 
negroes came rowiug alongside by the 
dim light of a crescent moon, and the 
engine suddenly stopped, as if the throb­ 
bing heart of the ship stood still with 
anxiety lest the precious budget of letters 
be lost in its perilous transit to the tossing 
bark below. 
About tbjrly miles bevond Fortune 
Island the nodding of palms that fringe 
the shores of Jamaica may be seen, 
“throtigh a glass darkly,” if you happen to 
reach the place iu a clear day in the pas­ 
sage between that island and the western 
end of Cuba. None needs to be told when 
the Carribean Sea is entered, for the fact 
is at once emphatically attested by the 
boisterous waves. The faces of our neigh­ 
bors grow pale and paler, then blue, then 
ghastly gray ; the nautical crank, the flir­ 
tatious Spaniard, the patriotic Englishman 
and American who had been warding 
off this same emergency by imbibing no 
end of champagne, even those who had 
oftenest asserted they were “never, never 
sick at sea,” stood not upon the order 
of going; and in less time than it 
takes to tell it the deck was comparatively 
deserted. Then that sound that is so fa­ 
miliar to sea-goers, that word which is the 
same in all languages, aud is, always given 
with a rising inflection of more or less in­ 
tensity, (pronounced u-r-r-a-o-o-o-o-p) is 
heard on every hand. AVheu dinner is on, 
racks having been put on the tables to pre­ 
vent the dishes flying across the cabin, the 
a-r-r-o-o-o-ps are loudest,'as if the organs of 
smell were somehow in collusion with Nep­ 
tune’s stomach-pump—cauing all the 
comi>onenl parts of the ship's generous 
menu for a week past to rise in review be­ 
fore the stricken sufferer, as the sins of a 
dying man are said to do. 
But nobody ever dies of seasickness, 
though its victims may wish themselves a 
thousand leagues below. It is surprising 
how the first glimpse of laud acts as a cura­ 
tive. 
The moment Manzanillo Island 
heaves into view, the most helpless and 
hopelea of an hour before begin to bestir 
themselves, and presently appear upon deck. 
And here we are at last, bumping against 
the dock at Aspinwall.

Carl Schultz said t 


AGAIN. . 


the Forestrv Con- 
and useless destruc- 
gress that the willful 
lion of our forests is the spendthrift wast­ 
ing of the heritage of future generations 
There are those who are willing to admit 
this, .but reply that “posterity must take its 
chances.” 
Such live for the present only 
But the man who has any love of country 
in his soul does care for posterity, and is 
solicitous that future generations shall not 
have cause to enrse his memory. 
It will forever stand to the credit of the 
Slate of Colorado that she was the first to 
recognize, and remains the only State of 
the American Union that recognizes in 
her organic law the duty of the present to 
the future in this important matter. In 
her Constitution, adopted in 1876, Colo­ 
rado provided that the Legislature should 
enact laws for the preservation of forests, 
and to punish offenders for their unlawful 
destruction. The same instrument pro­ 
vides that the Legislature shall encourage 
timber culture, and in assessing land values 
that the State shall not take into account 
the labors of the owner in growing hedges 
and trees, and shall not for snch growth 
increase the value of the land for the pur­ 
poses of taxation. Since then other States 
have passed laws to encourage timber cult, 
ure, and, indeed, some of the States had 
laws on their statute books prior to that, 
but Colorado was the first to incorporate 
the value of forest preservation to the 
State into her fundamental law, and to 
make it the duty of the Legislature to leg­ 
islate in that direction. 
In his important report to Congress 
upon forestry in 1877, Mr. Houghton dem­ 
onstrated the importance of forest preser­ 
vation to the maintenance of streams, the 
prevention of floods and the equability of 
the climate. 
As far back as 187-5, the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office 
called attention to the wasteful destruction 
of timber in California, and then advised 
Congress that unless it was checked, -the 
integrity of our streams could not be 
maintained, and that both mining, agri­ 
culture and the climate of this State 
wculd suffer. The Greek Emperors ages 
ago forbade the cutting of timber near 
populous sections without official consentí 
and required that for every tree felled an­ 
other be planted. 
To this day the Turks 
enforce such a law in the Constantinople 
district, and require a’ certain forest re­ 
serve to be religiously preserved. But 
once has the law been suspended. In 1823’ 
to eject the Janizaries who took refuge in 
the forests,' the Government consented 
that the timber should be fired. 
The re­ 
sult was that a million of people whose 
water supply had for ages been preserved 
by the forest, suffered bitterly, and the old 
conditions were not restored until the 
Government, at immense cost, rehabil­ 
itated the reserve by tree planting. 
In his celebrated work, “The Earth as 
Modified by Human Action,” George P 
Marsh established by incomestible proofs 
that the desolation in Eastern countries, 
and the decline of agriculture, were due 
to the destruction of forests. A most re­ 
markable instance is that of the Khanate 
of Bucharia, which was at one time a ter- 
restial paradise, but by the destruction of 
the timber became an arid waste, as deso­ 
late as it was at one time prosperous and 
populous. 
The whole subject of forestry 
is one of the most interesting the reader 
can take np for examination, and the lit­ 
erature of it is so rich and profoundly at­ 
tractive that whoever undertakes its ex­ 
amination, will find in it pleasure and will 
acquire from it a vast fund of useful in­ 
formation.

It appears that 
the only offense of the old man was that 
he was paralyzed, and spoke a language 
the offickws could not understand. 
He 
was thereupon arrested as a “drank,” and 
a board of physicians found him to be in­ 
sane and he was committed. 
It now turns 
out that ,!ie was sane, had offended against 
no law, hut was nevertheless made the sub­ 
ject of cruelty on the part of officers and 
insane asylum employes, who jumped to 
the conclusion that he must b e‘insane, 
because he could not make himself under­ 
stood. 
There may be some shadow of ex­ 
cuse for the police roundsman who brought 
him to the station house after clubbing j 
the poor wretch, but what shall be said for J 
the examining board that found him in-1 
sane, and what of the asylum officials who 
with cruelty forced food into his mouth 
that his religion forbids him to cat? 
It has long been the conviction that people 
may be railroaded into the insane asylums 
who are sane. The suggestion that the 
Courts should make a rule that no one 
shall be committed until after public notice 
is given that the party will be examined 
at n given place and time, is a good one;

been done in the case under notice, no 
such terrible mistake would have been 
committed as that "referred to, for it ap- 
ffharS that there were plenty of people in 
•San Francisco who knew the old man and 
could converse with him, and who knew 
that he was innocent of the charge laid 
against him. 
H e was an Arabian, spoke 
the old style Hebrew only, and was simply 
a decrepit old man who had fallen by the 
way.

BALLOT REFORM

In opposing official 
H ill, of New York, in his 
Legislature says that the right to vote is 
a constitutional guarantee, and that it can­ 
not therefore be made dependent upon an 
official ballot containing the names of 
men nominated by political parties. That 
is to say: 
The Legislature cannot restrict the right of 
suffrage directly or indirectly. It cannot make 
the right of an elector to vote dependent on the 
action or non-action of those upon whom the 
law imposes no duty. It is conceded that if no 
nominations are made in a certain district, or if 
made are not duly certified w ithin the required 
time, then according to the provisions or this 
system the elector cannot vote. Unless there 
are nominations made no official ballots can be 
printed, and no others can be voted. 
That is no* true; it is not conceded by 
any one at all familiar with the subject, 
that the failure to nominate precludes the 
issuance of an official ballot. On the con­ 
trary, the reform law provides that the 
officials shall place under the title of the 
office to be filled the names of all who 
have been registered as candidates. Now 
suppose no one is registered, then the bal­ 
lot goes to the voter blank and he writes 
in whatever names he chooses. 
But if 


E m p e ro r W i l l i a m of Germany, has 
revived a kingly prerogative that has 
slumbered in the dust of ages. 
A German 
editor had sued another for libel, who was 
convicted and sentenced to pay a fine 
There was no question whatever concern­ 
ing his guilt, or the absence of any sort of 
excuse for the libel. 
The Emperor there­ 
upon, and without any intimation of his 
intention, or any order for another exam­ 
ination, remitted the fine. It was not a 
state case but a private action, and in such 
the sovereigns of none of the German 
States have for ages dared to interfere. 
The action of the Emperor has awakened 
loud and strong opposition in Germany 
and some of his own court are outspoken 
in denunciation of his action. 
The anti­ 
Monarchists regard it as a deliberate at­ 
tempt on his part to give the nation to 
understand that he has absolute civil as 
well as military power in the Empire, and 
that he can and will, when he pleases, re­ 
vive the despotic power formerly vested in 
the ruler. Abstractly he is right, for even 
the Czar is not a more absolute monarch 
than the German Emperor. 
W hile the 
Germans enjoy a large measure of liberty, 
and toleration and free speech are making 
long strides, the claim would seem to be 
made that the Crown has been deprived 
of absolute power over the property and 
and the persons of subjects. 
If the 
act of the Emperor is to 
be 
taken 
as a sign that he will 
hereafter as­ 
sume the power to nullify the decrees of 
civil as well as criminal Courts, the test 
of the strength of the Imperial party will 
come sooner than anticipated.

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ANOTHER INDUSTRY ESTABLISHED. 


THE NEW BREWERY PROMISES TO BE A 
BIG AFFAIR. 


They Make Malt, Ice aud Beer—Sacra­ 
mento Firms Do Some Good 
Work. 


• The splendid pressed-brick and granite 
structure, which for several months past 
has been in course of construction on the 
block bounded by Twenty-first and Twenty- 
second, Q and R streets, will, when com­ 
pleted, be one of the finest and most- com­ 
plete concerns of the kind in the United 
States, and by far the best on t£e Pacific 
coast. 
As many Saeramentans already know, 
it is to be occupied by the Buffalo Brewing 
Company. 
, 
m 
A F.ecoed Union* reporter took a trip out 
to the new brewery the other day, and 
tthrough the kindness of Herman H. Grsu, 
the manager of The place, was shown 
hrough it. 
• * 
•‘This concern,” said Mr. Grau, 'willbe 
divided into four distinct branches, each of 
which may be independent of the other, or 
may be ail worked together with advant­ 
age. The first and most important branch 
is, of course, the brewing department. We 
will make lager beer exclusively, and of a 
quality, too, that cannot be equalled on 
the Paeifie coast, nor surpassed in the 
country. The next branch is malt-mak­ 
ing. We will make all our own malt, and 
may possibly make some for the trade. 
The third branch is the bottling depart­ 
ment, and the last is the manufactura of 
ice. The ice business promises to be a 
very important branch, aud we are mak­ 
ing preparations for a large basin* ss. But 
come along with rue, and 1 11 show you 
where and how all these departments are 
to be operated.” 
The manager then led the way to the 
ground floor of the main building, which 
is an imposing five-story structure of hand 
some architeciure and’ proportions. The 
southerly half of this floor is occupied by 
the engine?, boilers and other machinery. 
Among these are three ice machines—two 
with a capacity of turning out fifty tons of 
ice per day each and the other one hun­ 
dred ton3 per day. These ice machines, 
Mr. Grau said, are the only ones of the 
kind now in California, and the process 
used is the most successful and cheapest 
ever employed. It is known as the 
COSDESSED WATEE OR DISTILLING 
Process. The water is first filtered several 
times and then boiled. The steam is con­ 
densed into wa‘er again, and this is froze;), 
thus producing ice that is absolutely free 
from any germs or particles of foreign mat­ 
ter. The corporation intends to offer its 
surplus ice for sale in this city. 
Near the ice machine stands the electric 
light machine. The entire building is to 
be lighted by incandescent lamps, which 
will number in the neighborhood of 250. 
From the engine room one passes by 
means of a flight of iron stairs to the next 
floor, where the brewing process begins. 
Here are to be seen a series of colossal cop­ 
per vats or tanks, which are known to the 
brewer as the “hop-jack,” the "hopper,” 
the*;malt-mi!l,” the “meal-bin,” the ' malt- 
masber" and “ice-tank.” To explain what 
all these were for would be to go into the 
details of beer-making, and that would 
fill a book bigger than Webster’s Una­ 
bridged. Nearly all of these copper vessels 
were made here in Sacramento, and cost 
many thousands of dollars. 
More iron sta'rs are ascended, and then 
a long, narrow passage Is resorted to until 
another and larger receptacle of copper is 
reached. This ia the “ strainer.” Here 
the beer passes through a series of sieve- 
iike devices and empties’ into a trough, 
which conducts it to the "cooler.” Tfii3 
latter resembles a colossal copper wash­ 
board, two stories high, set up vertically. 
A hundred or more ice-pipes run along in 
the rear of this and keep it at an almost 
freezing point. The liquid runs down 
slowly over the surface, and by the time it 
reaches the bottom, where a trough catches 
It, it, too, is almost at a freezing point. 
From the "cooler" the beer is conducted 
to the fomcnting-room. When the visitor 
reaches this room he finds himself again 
on the ground floor, north of the engine- 
room. Thirty-six vats, or tanks, of a ca­ 
pacity of seventy five barrels each, occupy 
this department, and in these the liquid is 
kept until the fomenting process is com­ 
pleted. 
After fermenting the be-*r is pnniped into 
the cellar or storage-rooins. 
There are 
three storage-rooms with an aggregate ca­ 
pacity of 16,000 barrels of beer. These 
rooms are all provided with ice pipes, so 
that they may be kept constantly at a very 
low temperature and the beer kept fresh. 
From the storage-rooms the beer is taken 
in the quantities desired to the rinishing- 
room, where it is prepared for sale—that is, 
barreled or piped to the bottling depart­ 
ment. A sidetrack from the railroad runs 
into the flnishing-room, so that cars can be 
loaded for shipment without any incon­ 
venience. This completes the main build­ 
ing. 
THE OTHER BUILDINGS. 
To the soutff of the main structure, and 
occupying the «corner of Twenty-first and 
R streets, is the malt-house. This is only 
about half completed and in consequence 
cannot be described. 
The bottliDg-house stands about 100 
yards east of the m alt-house. 
. 
All of the buildings are of brick and iron 
—scarcely a stick of wood to be found any­ 
where—and are perfectly fire-proof. With 
the exception of the ice-machines, all of the 
machinery, boilers, pumps and engines are 
of California make. An artesian well has 
been sunk to the depth of 150 feet, from 
which a supply of 200 gallons of water per 
minute is available. 
Mr. Grau estimates that when completed 
the buildings alone will have cost the com­ 
pany $150,000, and the machinery more 
than that amount. The Ice plant alone 
will have cost in the neighborhood of $100, 
000.• When do you expect to start in?" asked 
the reporter of the manager. 
"Well,” said Mr. Grau, “as you have 
seen, the main building is, with the ex­ 
ception of a few finishing touches, com­ 
pleted. The machinery has all been toted 
and found to be in good order, consequently 
the brewing department is all ready for 
business. I expect to commence our first 
brew next week. Our brewer, Baptist Nie- 
rendorf, is here, and is anxious to begin. 
But this does not mean that we will open 
for business at that time. We intend to 
sell no “green” beer, and the idea of brew 
ing now is to have our beer aging, so that 
it will be ready for sale when we do open.” 
“Well, when do you think you will open 
for business?” 
“About next May, I think. By that time 
the malt house, ice-plant and bottling 
house will be finished and in working or­ 
der; and having beer on hand we can be­ 
gin everything simultaneously.” 
Mention is incidentally made above of 
the superior workmanship which may be 
observed throughout the structures con­ 
nected with this concern. It may not be 
out of place, therefore, to itemize several 
instances in which Sacramento firms have 
distinguished themselves: 
PLUMBING AND STEAM FITJISG. 
This important work on the new edifice 
was done by a representative firm of Sacra­ 
mento, who outbid all competitors and 
clearly demonstrated the fact that they are 
at all times prepared to furnish estimates, 
and prove the value of their workmanship. 
Crouch & Lyman, plumbers, gas and 
steam fitters, located at 5X1 J street, to 
whom the contract was awarded, have 
faithfully carried out every detail pertain­ 
ing to the stipulated work under their man­ 
agement The most experienced mechan­ 
ics must admit that the work performed 
is a credit to the firm. Crouch <S Lyman 
have been established in business for some 
time past, and by energy, perseverance and 
strict attention, have merited their Isrge 
and constantly Increasing trade. Both 
members of the firm are well known to our 
residents, and are not novices in their par­ 
ticular lines, for, while young men, they 
have had years of experience, and a visit to 
their establishment will justify the state­ 
ment that a more complete stock cannot 
be found in any other store of a 
similar nature on the Coaat, and they defy 
competition as to prices. 


THE CAErENTEE WOEK. 
In this connection, attention is called to 
the fact that for years past our principal 
contractors have been obliged to compete 
with those who, by reason of having e 
larger field for. operation, conld conse­ 
quently strain Isvery point toward securing 
a coveted contract. At present, however, 
Sacramento is able to meet all competition 
in this important branch of trade, for upon 
opening the bids, tba: of Mr. Harris, of 
this city, was found to be the lowest, and 
he was consequents awarded the contract 
for doing a great portion of the work. Mr. 
Harris has been prominently identified 
with the construction of many of onr 
large buildings, and is recognized as a 
thorough mechanic, and one likely to be 
an important faitor in future proposals for 
contract work. His work, though not yet 
complete, fully indicates thet the con­ 
tractor has been faithful iu performance of 
his duties, and presents to public scrutiny 
a magnificent job. Mr. Harris has his 
office at 2204 0 street, and those who con­ 
template building should secure his con­ 
sideration. 
BRICK-LAY ING AND EXCAVATION. 
A representative from this city was suc­ 
cessful in securing the ponsent of the 
Buffalo Brewing Company to do a large 
portion of the brickwork, and nearly all 
the excava’ing has bren done under the 
carefui supervision of Lucas Kreuzberger, 
who has in his employ .none but the best 
workmen. The weather has somewhat re­ 
tarded progress, but not with entire relaxa­ 
tion on his parr, to accomplish the terms of 
contract. Mr. Kreuzberger has introduced 
many new features in the masonry iine, 
and when the new structure is completed 
he can with pride call for an inspection of 
his work. Like our other Sacramento con­ 
tractors, Mr. Kreuzberger has been a resi­ 
dent for many years, and erjoyed a first 
oiass patronage. 
THE ROOF 
Is covered with small sheets of the cele­ 
brated I. C. Menlo tin. which is manu­ 
factured expressly for Holbrook, Merrill A 
Stetson, and is the best known. The hoof­ 
ing was done by J. Donley, of 1021 Tenth 
street, Sacramento, and, like other work he 
has performed on the large and most promi­ 
nent buildings, is a most successful and 
durable job.

This evening the plow was working hard 
to clear the road through to the station, 
and had about accomplished the task jyhen 
a huge SDOw-drift slid down upou the six 
engines and plow aud literally’ buried the 
whole concern. 
The other East-bound 
trains are at Colfax. 
The West-bound trains are at Emigrant 
Gap, Truckee and Reno awaiting the clear­ 
ing of the track. 
The hacker plow which started on 
Thursday to clear the track at Tunnel No. 
13, between the Summit aud Truckee, and 
which got corraled in the snow, is still 
there. 
Another plow from the Wads­ 
worth Divwion started to help extricate the 
blocked snow-thrower yesterday, but had 
not got more than a few yards out of 
Truckee when it, too, foundered in the 
snow and was unable to proceed. 
Conductors report that the passengers in 
the imprisoned trains are comfortable; and, 
beyond the inconvenience of delay, do not 
complain. 
The railroad company has established a 
provision car at Shady Run, and passengers 
in trains which cannot reach any station 
are supplied therefrom. 
Last night one hundred and fifty addi­ 
tional men, equipped with shovels, were 
sent to the hiil from this city. A carload 
of provisions was also dispatched. 
The rotary plow, which has worked dur­ 
ing the whole winter with such good effect, 
has encountered one unexpected difficulty. 
In certain piaces where dry snow wouid 
fall and afterwards wet, slushy snow slide 
tn top of it, the plow could not remove it 
clean enough from the rail, and the result 
is the engines working the plow are con­ 
stantly being derailed. This defect is also 
more noticeable on the other plows. 
Last night's East-bound overland trains 
which arrived here from San Francisco 
were held here until this morning, when 
the two trains will be united and sent up 
the hill.

No trains have arrived here from Oregon 
since the 15th inst. Those headed in this 
direction are detained at Ashland, and those 
that have been sent up from this city are at 
Redding. 
Just before midnight last night tracks 
were being loaded with vegetables, grocer­ 
ies and stoves at down-town houses, which 
articles were to be sent out on a train then 
being prepared to go to the relief of the 
hungry snow-shovelers. 
THE RIVERS BOOMING. 
Thfe river yesterday morning marked 19 
feet, at noon it reached the 19 feet 6 inch 
notch, and last night it was up to 20 feet 
3 inches. This is a clear rise of fifteen 
inches in twelve hours. 
Yesterday forenoon the American at Fol­ 
som reached its highest point for the season 
— 24 feet—but had fallen somewhat at 
noon.

John Curtin, who says he had been work­ 
ing on the ranch of Thomas J. Thompson* 
near Elk Grove, came near losing his life 
yesterday afternoon. He was on his way 
to the city, and had sampled liquors at the 
various roadside taverns on the route until 
he didn't care whether he slept on a bed 
of down or the hard ground.

The rainfall yesterday up to 5 p. m , Sig­

for the whole of last season, whose rain­ 
fall was 19 95 inches. 
The barometer read at 5 a . m . yesterday 
29 84 inches, and at 5 p. m , 29 So, showing 
but a slight change in that weather-prog­ 
nosticating instrument. 
The telegraph wires north of Dunsmuir 
are in a chaotic condition, from which 
cause the Signal Service reports north of 
that point have not been received. 
The temperature at 5 a . m . and 5 p. M. 
was 44° and 47°; the dew point 42° and 41°, 
while the highest and lowest temperatures 
were 49° and 40°. with southerly winds 
traveling from 12 to 18 and 20 miles per 
hour during the day: the weather was a 
combination of sunshine and shadow, with 
heavy showers every 15 or 20 minutes, last­ 
ing from a few moments to an hour or so. 
The temperature is really pleasant, much 
more so than it would be were a high ba­ 
rometer and cloudless skies to prevail. 
The temperature at Omaha yesterday was 
about 18° below zero, and at Chicago about 
15° above that interesting point. 
The highest and lowest temperatures one 
year ago yesterday were 50° and 35°, and 
one year ago to-day 51° and 38°, with a 
rainfall amounting to .06 of an inch, mak­ 
ing 9.69 inches for last season to that date 
as against 20.11 inches for the present sea­ 
son, with rain still falling.

Being a physician, he 
naturally desired to make a tour of the 
hospitals there, but he did not forget to 
impress on the mind of a fellow disciple of 
Esculapius, who was his host and guide, 
that he wanted to see everything worth 
seeing except cholera. • At cholera he 
drew a broad and thick line.

The new cruiser Charleston is now at 
Mare Island Navy Yard in the hands of 
the Equipment Department.

By some it is contended that the 
injury can be repaired as the mast stands, 
others are just as positive that a reihoval 
of the mast will be necessary. That it is 
no small matter is also shown by the way 
all hands are shoving the responsibility off 
on others. The officers of the ship’ are 
asked by some to share the blame. Cap­ 
tain Nelson is desirous of having the ship 
carpenters shoulder it, while they declare 
that the Captain's orders were obeved to 
the letter and he must stand the results. 


Long-Standing D ebt. 
The following anecdote of Andrew Jack­ 
son was currently reported in Alabama 
during his life, and believed by all who 
knew him. Although it has not found its 
way into history, it is probably authentic, 
as It illustrates the peculiar faithfulness to 
friends which was characteristic of the 
m an: 
Jackson was the son of a poor Irishman 
in South Carolina, and in 1780 joined the 
American forces in that State. H e was 
taken prisoner in a skirmish, and being an 
ungainly, ill-clothed boy of 16, was com­ 
manded by some English officers to clean 
their belts and shoes. Jackson refused. 
One of the officers angrily came up to 
strike him, when Colonel Campbell, an 
infantry officer, interfered and protected 
the lad. 
This Colonel Campbell, after the 
revolutionaav war was over, settled in 
South Carolina. 
Fifty years later Gen­ 
eral Jackson was made President. He 
had never lost sight of his benefactor, now 
an old man too feeble to take part in af­ 
fairs. He wrote to Campbell’s son, offer­ 
ing him an appointment. The haughty 
Carolinian, who was opposed to Jackson 
in politice, refused with but scant courtesy. 
D uring V an B uren’s Adm inistration, 
much to his surprise, the offer was re­ 
newed, to be again refused. 
U nder Tyler 
he was appointed to a Consulship, which 
he acceptea gladly. 
M r. Polk continued 
him in office. 
A lthough he did not know 
it at the time, the appointm ent was made 
a t first through th e influence of Jackson, 
who, a few days before his death, wrote a 
brief note to M r. Campbell, stating this 
fact, and adding: 
“I owed your father a debt. 
Now 1 
have paid it.” 
The incident, as we have said, illustrates 
Jackson’s goodness of heart.

The Convention called by the Board of 
Trade of this city for the purpose,of having 
the counties Interested in the improve­ 
m ent of the Sacram ento river take some 
action looking to relief by Congress, met in 
F irem en’s H ail in this city yesterday. It 
was quite largely attended, and the dele­ 
gates seemed bent on earnest work. The 
Convenlidh was called to order at 3 o'clock 
p. m. by P. E, Piatt, President of the Board 
of Trade of Sacram ento. In opening the 
Convection M r.'Plat; said: 
GemUemen of the Convention: The business 
w hich has called vou together to d a y is of very 
great im portance to California and the Pacific 
coast the two largest rivers in the State are in a 
verv bad condition; thei- beds are rapidly fill- 
in z ’up, tn eir banks overflowing a n d th eir use­ 
fulness as satu ra! highw ays' for navigation be­ 
in g greatiy im paired and apparently about to 
be destroyed. Some of th eir im p o rtan t' trib u ­ 
taries are in a no less deplorab.e condition. 
T here is only one source to w hich we can go 
for relief, only one pow er th at is able to restore 
ou r rivers to th e ir form er condition an d protect 
th em iu the future. 
Many of you have (.onflict- 
in g views: possibly conflicting interests, tu t 
upon some points I am sure you are all sgreed, 
an d on some m atters your interests are all 
identical. 
We m ay not all be equally wise as to how this 
subject snou.d be treated: w hat m ethods should 
be adopted, w hat plans should be followed out: 
b u t th ere are som e things w hich we all know 
eq u ally w e l. an d it is to consider these th at you 
are brought together to-day. 
* 
In the first place, we all know th at these grand 
n atu ral highw ays of com m erce are of v ital im ­ 
portance to our’State, the P a'ifie coast an d the 
U nited ¡states: we all know th a t originally, 
w hen C alifornia entered th e Union, these nvers 
for a long distance w ere navigable and deep 
enough to allow large ocean-going vessels to 
a ste n d Them- -We know at the present tim e 
only the sm allest, flat-bottom ed vessels can 
m ake useof them : we are equally w ell inlorm ed 
as to the fact th a t the responsibility rests upon 
th e Genera! G overnm cut, and th at it alone is 
com pe e a t to d eal w ith th e question and res’.gre 
th e se rivers. 
» 
I tak e it th a t the only business th a t should 
absorb our attention to-day is th at of presenting 
• th is m atter to th e Congress of the U nited States 
in the most forcible m anner pos-ibie. It is u n ­ 
necessary for us to discuss, as it seems to me, 
an y of th e various plans w hich able engineers 
m ig h t present to ns: it is .unnecessary for us to 
speculate upon the causes th a t have operated 
to fill th e rivers, or to suggest m ethods tor th eir 
im provem ent. 
All th is m ust necessaiiiy be left 
to th e G overnm ent. 
In callitfg th is m eeting, th e Sacram ento Beard 
of Trade are confident th a t you will consider 
a ll m atters th a t m ay*be brought before it 
calm ly, w ithout sectioual feeling and w ith th e 
sole end in view of getting th a t relief w hich is 
so im nerativelv dem anded. 
Mr. Platt announced tbat the first busi­ 
ness in order was the election of a perm a­ 
n ent Chairm an and Secretary. 
Mr. Alsip, of Sacramento, nom inated 
M r. Platt, and there being no other nom i 
nations, Mr. Platt was unanim ously elected. 
F or Secretary, 
Mr. Ostrom, of Yuba, 
nom inated W in. G. Ellis, Jr., of Marys 
ville. 
Mr. E llis was elected unanim ously.

Mr. Alsip moved that a committee of one 
from each county and one from the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, be ap­ 
pointed on resolutions, to retire at once and 
report to the Convention any resolutions 
to be subm itted to them , w ithout debate. 
Mr. Bruner, cf Sacramento, offered to 
am end as follows: 
Resolved. T h at a Com m ittee on Resolutions be 
appointed, to consist of one m em ber from each 
authorized delegation occupying seats in this 
C onvention, e a c j m em ber to be selected by such 
delegation, to w hich com m ittee shall be re­ 
ferred all resolutions presented to th is Conven­ 
tio n w ithout debate.- 
Mr. Alsip accepted the am endm ent, and 
it was adopted. 
On m otion, a recess of ten m inutes was 
taken to enable delegations to select their 
m em bers of the committee.

T he Chair ruled that all resolutions 
should be be handed to the Secretary and 
then subm itted to the committee. 
T he San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
subm itted the mem orial recently adopted 
by that body and forwarded to’Congress. 
[T h is mem orial was published in these col­ 
um ns at the tim e ] 
Resolutions were subm itted and read 
from Sutter, Sacram ento and Yolo counties, 
and from the Board of Trade of Sacram ?nto 
city, and referred to the committee. They 
w ere all m uch of the same general charac­ 
te r-re c itin g the injuries done to the chief 
rivers of the Sacramento valley, and peti 
tioning Congress to restore them to their 
natural conditions. 
A gentleman, who said he was not a dele­ 
gate, asked to have the M okelumne river 
included among those to be improved. 
Mr. Schenk, of San Francisco, moved 
th at Marsden Manson, Engineer of "the 
H arbor Commission, be requested to sub­ 
m it a paper he had prepared to the Com­ 
m ittee on Resolntions. 
This was amended so that Mr. Manson 
be added to the committee and adopted, 
and that Mr. M anson’s paper be read at 
that tim e to the Convention. Carried. 
Mr. Manson then read to the Convention 
bis paper, accompanied by maps. It was 
devoted to the m atter of showing the im ­ 
portance of the Sacramento river for navi­ 
gable 
and 
commercial 
purposes. He 
claim ed that Congress had been derelict fn 
its duty of m aintaining the river in proper 
condition. The im portance of the occasion 
rendered it necessary that the people should 
them selves take up the subject and lay it 
before Congress, instead of waiting for the 
slow action of the W ar Departm ent. They 
have a right to be heard in Congress, and 
to demand that that body shall take action 
in the m atter, instead of going there as sup­ 
plicants. 
[A pplause] 
Mr, Ostrom moved to take a recess until 
8 r. m. 
Governor W aterm an said he hoped the 
Convention would not hurry its work, but 
do it thoroughly. 
Mr. Tebbets. cf Sacramento, moved that 
th e Governor be added to the Committee 
on Resolutions. Carried. 
Mr. Ostrom's motion for a recess until S 
p. m. was then carried. 
After the Convention adjourned the Com­ 
m ittee on Resolutions went into eiecutive 
session. 
EVENING SESSION. 
On the Convention re-assem bling at 8 
o'clock the Committee on 
Resolutions, 
through Chairm an Jewett, subm itted the 
follow ing report, which embraces the reso­ 
lutions subm itted by Yolo county, with 
som e slight changes: ' 
7b the Honorable Senate and House of Representa- 
ires in Congress assembled: 
W h e e e a s , T he history o f the Sacram ento and 


San Joaquin valleys shows conclusively that up 
to about I860 th e Sacram ento, San Joaquin. 
F eath er an d M okelum ne r vers—th e great n a tu ­ 
ral highw ays an d d rains o f these valleys—were 
navigable for vessels of large b urden, draw ing 
deep” w ater, an d w ere therefore, for th e pu r­ 
poses o f cheap transportation and rapid d rain ­ 
age o f great value and vast com m ercial im port­ 
ance to "he people of th e S ate o f California; and 
tv H i s i n c e 1-60 the channels of these 
rivers . v e been gradually fi.led by deposits of 
Band and gravel, derived from, and being the 
direct, inevitable resni'. of hydraulic m ining 
operations, perm itted u n til recently by th e Gov­ 
ernm ent of the U nited States, and other causes, 
u n til now th eir availability tor navigation is 
throughout some portions ot theireourse w holly 
destroyed, and in the rem ainder greatly Im ­ 
paired, w ith th e certainty of com plete destruc­ 
tion if not properly treated: and 
W h ereas, The navigability of these rivers 
can only be restored and m aintained by the im ­ 
m ediate inauguration a n i prosecution of a sys­ 
tem of treatm ent o f th eir channels an d banks 
by the G overnm ent ol the U nited States—w hich 
rightfully reserved charge and control of ail 
navigable stream s in California. Therefore be it 
Rtsolred. 
By the representatives of the peo­ 
ple of th e Sacram ento and San Joaquin valleys, 
and the City of san Francisco, iu convention 
assembled, th at Congress be and is hereby re­ 
quested an d urged, to provide for the appoint- 
m eut of a speeiai Commission, sim ilar to the 
Commission now in charge o f th e Mississippi 
river, w hose duty shall be to Im m ediately take 
charge of the Sacram ento, San Joaquin, F eather 
and M okelum ne rivers, and th e ir navigable 
tributaries, and devise, adopt and carry out 
such system of treatm ent of said rivers as will, 
iu their opinion, restore them to th eir original 
condition as navigable stream s: and further, to 
appropriate the sum of at least I3J.00.000. to be 
expended by such Commission iu the im m edi­ 
ate prosecution of such m ethods of treatm ent 
as m ay beby them adopted: and be it further 
Resolved, ' T hat copies of these resolutions be 
im m ediately transm itted to our Senators and 
R epresentatives iu Congress, and 
they are 
hereby requested to prom ptly p esent the m at­ 
ter to Cougiess, and to use all honorable m eans 
to secure such enactm ents by tb a t body as are 
herein requested in th e full belief th at such 
action w ill result in affording the relief desired. 
Edwards Woodruff, of Yuba, moved the 
adoption of the resolutions. 
Mr. Sargent, of San Joaquin, thought 
the Convention should ask for more money 
for the work, and moved to am end by pro­ 
viding th jt at least $6,000,000 be asked for. 
Mr. Jewett, ot Yuba, thought that if the 
Government should expend $3,000,000*and 
found that more was required it would be 
forthcoming. 
Dr. Dixon, of Yolo, said that after the 
$3,000.000 had been expended more could 
be asked for, if necessary, from Congress 
later on. 
Sim ilar views were expressed by Messrs. 
Woodruff, Rose and others. 
The latter 
said it was not understood that $3,000,000 
was all th at would be required. The main 
thing was to get a Commission appointed, 
and if more money were needed we could 
go before the next Congress for it. 
Mr. Tucker, of San Joaquin, thought it 
a m istake to ask for any specific sum, but 
to ask Congress to appropriate whatever 
sum it thought proper. The first appro­ 
priation for the Mississippi river was only 
$50,000. 
He moved an ainendent striking 
out the sum of $3,000,000, and inserting : 
“ Such sqm as in your judgm ent may be 
required. 
Mr. Sargent’s $6,000,000 am endm ent was 
lost. 
Mr. Johnston, of Sacramento, moved to 
add, after the rivers named, “ and their 
tributaries.” 
(No second ) 
Mr. Sprague, of Yolo, moved as a substi­ 
tute the words, “ and their navigable tribu­ 
taries." 
H e held that Congress would not 
deal with any but navigable waters, and it 
would be useless to ask that body to do it. 
Mr. Sprague’s 
am endm ent was then 
adopted. 
The report, as a whole, was then unani­ 
mously adopted. 
Dr. ’Dixon moved that an Executive 
Committee of three be appointed to receive 
from tim e to tim e such data and sugges­ 
tions that may be ofiered and forward the 
same to Congress if it be deemed advisable. 
Mr. Rose moved to amend by having en 
Executive Committee of five appointed to 
take charge of the whole subject and take 
such action as in their judgm ent was best 
calculated to induce Congress to carry out 
the objects of the Convention. 
Mr. Green of Colusa said that when the 
Convention adjourns it should be to meet 
at the call of the Chair. It had a large 
work on its hands, and it would take the 
combined effor.ts of all the property owners 
affected, as well as of the State and Govern­ 
m ent. The object of this Convention was 
now to secure action by the Government. 
As to other matters, the Convention can 
devise plans later on for legislative action. 
This Convention m ight meet again on 
these subjects, but this meeting should be 
confined to one thing—working with Con­ 
gress. 
T he delegates can go hom e and 
think up necessary things to be done by 
the Legislature, but these should not be 
m ixed up with the business of this m eet­ 
ing. 
Mr. Jew ett added that the Government 
would not allow the State nor anybody 
to touch the river. There were m atters of 
reclamation, levee-building, etc , that the 
State m ight properly take hold of, but it 
m ust not attem pt to interfere with the 
Governm ent’s prerogative. 
Mr. Ferris of San Joaquin said there 
need be no fear of any interference on the 
part of the Government engineers. 
Mr. Rose said this Convention 
had 
started out with one thing in view— to en­ 
list the Government in the improvem ent of 
the river—and the members should not 
lose sight of that fact. 
Let other proposi­ 
tions rest for the present. The Legislature 
would not meet for another year, an d there 
would be plenty of li oe to form ulate work 
for that body." T bi: Convention should 
adjourn to meet at the call of the Chair, 
and for the present direct its energy to en­ 
list the Governm ent in the work in hand. 
The motion for the appointm ent of an 
Executive Committee of five was then car­ 
ried. 
Mr. Jew ett suggested that there was some 
expense to be met for the use of the hall, 
etc., but Mr. Alsip stated that the Sacra­ 
m ento Board of Trade would pay it. 
On m otion of Mr. Adams, a resolution 
of thanks to the Sacramento Board of 
Trade was adopted. 
Mr. Jew ett moved a vote of thanks to 
the officers of the Convention, which was 
adopted. 
. 
IV. S. Green moved that the delegates be 
instructed to urge the Boards of Supervis­ 
ors of their respective counties to appropri­ 
ate $100 each for the expenses of the Exec­ 
utive Committee. 
After a short discussion the m otion was 
adopted. 
A recess of fifteen m inutes was then 
taken to enable the Chair to select the 
members of the cammittee. 
On reassembling the Chair announced 
the Executive Committee as follows : 
G. 
M. Dixon of Yolo, Mayor Gregory of Sac­ 
ramento, W. S. Green of Colusa, H . J. Cor­ 
coran of San Joaquin, and A. R. Briggs of 
San Francisco. 
Elwood Brtmer moved that Chairman 
Piatt be added to the committee, and it was 
so ordered. 
Edwin K. Alsip moved that Marsden 
Manson be added. Carried. 
There being no other business before the 
Convention, it adjourned to meet at the cali 
of the Chairm an. 
THE COMMITTEE ORGANIZES. 
Im m ediately on<fce adjournm ent of the 
Convention the Executive Committee held 
a meeting and organized by electing Dr. G. 
M. Dixon Chairman, M. Manson Secre­ 
tary and M ayor Gregory Treffkurer. 
T he comm ittee will meet to day and be­ 
gin its work of putting the memoria! and 
other data into shape for transm ission to 
W ashington w ithout delay.

T H E S E V E N A G E S O F 9IA X . 


T ile W o n d erfu l E n d u ra n ce o l 
E n g in e e r in g W ork . 
How many of the engineering works of 
the nineteenth century will there be in 
existence in th e year 6,000? 
V ery few, it 
is feared, and still less those th at will con­ 
tinue in the far-off age to serve a useful 
purpose. 
Y’et there is at least one great 
undertaking conceived and executed by an 
engineer, which, during the space of 4,000 
years, has never ceased its office, on which 
the life of a fertile province absolutely de­ 
pends to-day. 
W e refer to the B ahr Jous- 
suf— the canal of Joseph—built, according 
to tradition, by the son of Jacob, and 
which constitutes not the least of the 
many blessings he conferred on Egypt 
during the years of his prosperous rule. 
This canal took its rise, as given in E n­ 
gineering, from the N ile at Asiut, and ran 
nearly parallel w ith it for nearly 250 
miles, creeping along under the western 
cliffs of the N ile valley, w ith many a bend 
and winding, until at length it gained an 
eminence, as compared with the river-bed, 
which enabled 
it 
to turn 
westward 
through a narrow pass and enter a dis­ 
trict which was otherwise shut off from 
the fertilizing floods on which all vegeta­ 
tion in Egypt depends. 
The northern 
end stood seventeen feet higher than low 
Nile, while at the southern end it was at 
an 
equal 
elevation 
w ith 
the 
river. 
Through this cut ran a perennial stream, 
which watered a province named the Fay- 
oum, endowing it w ith fertility and sup­ 
porting a large population. 
In the tim e of the annual flood a great 
part of the canal was under water, and 
then the river 'current would rush in a 
more direct course into the pass, carrying 
w ith it the rich silt which takes the place 
of manure, and keeps the soil in a state of 
constant productiveness. 
And this, with 
the exception of the tradition th a t Joseph 
built it, can be verified to-day, and is not 
mere supposition or rumor. 
U ntil eight 
years ago it was firmly believed that the 
design has always been lim ited to an irri­ 
gation scheme, larger, no doubt, than that 
now in operation, as shown by the traces 
of abandoned canals, and by the slow ag­ 
gregation of waste water which had ac­ 
cumulated in the B irket el Queran, but 
still essentially the same in character. 
M any accounts have been w ritten by 
Greek and Roman historians, such as 
Herodotus, Strabo, M utianus and Pliny, 
and refieated in monkish legends or por­ 
trayed on the ma{* of the M iddle Ages, 
which agreed w ith the folklore of the dis­ 
trict. 
These tales explained th at the 
canal dug by th e ancient Israelite served 
to carry the surplus water of the Nile into 
an extensive lake lying south of the 
Fayoon, and so large that it not only mod­ 
ified the climate, tem pering the arid winds 
of the desert and converting them into the 
balmy airs w hich nourished the vines and 
olives into fullness of fragrance unknown 
in any part of the country, but also added 
to the food supply of the land such im­ 
mense quantities of fish th at the royal pre­ 
rogative of the right of piscary at the 
great weir was valued at §250,000 annu­ 
ally. 
T his lake was said to be 450 miles 
round, and to be navigated by a fleet of 
vessels, while the whole circumference was 
the scene of industry and prosperity.
